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FOREWORD 

Whenever 1 have heen in Mr. Haseltine*s studio, or elsewhere 
among his work, a phrase from the distant past has echoed down 
the avenues of memory : one of the first phrases to touch my 
imagination; for in the early years before I could read to myself, 
I used to Usten, evening after evening, with a fascination and 
delight that never diminished under constant repetition, to the 
stories of Hans Christian Andersen, and one of the six or seven 
of them that again and again were demanded was that of ^ Big 
Claus and Little Oans”, not altogether for its dramatic sensation 
and the monstrous cynicism of Little Claus’s triumphant career of 
turpitude, but for the splendour of Big Claus’s swaggering cry as 
he strode beside his team, cracking his exultant whip : *^Here 
come 1 with my fine horses!”. That was a chaUenge, if you like, 
and how proper for Little Clans, who had but a single steed 
and that a very poor one, to lull him for it ! 

If Mr. Haseltine were given to boasting, no donbt he would 
utter these brave words (altbongh, happily, without fatal result); 
but since he is not, let me put them into his mouth: ^ Here come 




I with my fine hones !** And more, for Big Claus ^oried 
merely in possession, whereas Mr. Haseltine is creator too. 
Here he comes with the fine horses he himself has made. 

And how superbly he makes them—adding, if that were 
possible, to the noble animal, nobility! His horses, great and 
small, are all spirit and breeding: magnificent creatures, to fear 
or to caress, or both. In an old English folk>play at which recently 
1 was glancing, I was struck, amid a welter of commonplace, by 
the line spoken by a groom in praise of the horse he was offering 
for sale: ** He has an eye in his head that would set fire to a 
gorse bush’^ Such eyes can Mr. Haseltine decree. 

In a day when, save on the race course, the hunting field and 
the farm, the traditional Friend of Man and, for so long. King 
of the Road, is seldom seen and every moment is being brought 
nearer to complete supercession by machinery, it is fitting that 
there should be these monuments in imperishable bronze to 
perpetuate his form and fame. And it is more than fitting, it 
is fortunate indeed, that so masterly and sympathetic a hand as 
Hmrbert Haseltine’s should have come to the modelling.

The British Champion Animals. 


The first of the BRITISH CHAMPION ANIMALS was 
begun in the summer of 1921. This was His Majesty’s 
Champion Shire Stallion, Field Marshall V, a diminutive 
model of which is in The Queen’s Doll House. The original 
model is going to be included in the Collection of BRITISH 
CHAMPION ANIMALS of which seven large examples and 
eighteen smaller ones are shown in the present exhibition. 
The original models were made in various parts of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland during 1922, 1923 and 1924. They 
were finished in the sculptor’s studio in Paris and the grea¬ 
ter part are already cast in bronze or carved in marble and 
stone. The collection, numbering twenty animals, was 
exhibited at the Galerie Georges Petit, Paris, in June 1925, 
and later, under the auspices of The Field at Knoedler’s 
Gallery, London, in July and August of the same year. 

The BRITISH CHAMPION ANIMALS were purchased 
by Mr. Marshall Field who is going to present them to the 
Field Museum in Chicago. To the original set of twenty, 
which also includes the Champion Dairy Shorthorn Cow, 
Lily Charter II, six more are going to be added : The famous 
thoroughbred mare Mumtaz Mahal, property of H. H. 
The Prince Agha Khan, one of the Rt. Hon. Lady Went¬ 
worth’s Arabs, a Clydesdale Stallion, and three more cham¬ 
pions that haven’t been definitely selected.

Jam Rawalji was a great warrior. He came with an army 
from Kutch in 1535 and conquered that part of Kathiawar 
which is now the State of Nawanagar. He founded the 
dynasty of which H. H. The present Maharajah is the 
ruler. 















The model for the horse was the famous Kathiawar stallion 
Ashwani Kumar which was sent by H. H. The Maharajah 
of Nawanagar to pose in the Sculptor’s studio in Paris. 
The journey for the horse from Jamnagar to Paris and 
back again totalled 12,296 miles. The chief character¬ 
istic of the Kathiawar breed is the curiously shaped ears.
